STATES APE SPENDING 
MORE MONEY TOO 


Testifying before the Byrd Commit­ 
tee 
which 
is investigating financial 
policies of the national adm inistration, 
T reasury Secretary H um phrey reiter­ 
ated his w arnings about the need for 
controlling Federal expenditures. Sucli 
observation's were 
not new for Mr. 
Hum phrey but lie brought up the sub­ 
ject of spending by the S tates which has 
not heretofore been given much public­ 
ity. He referred to an article by Sylvia 
P orter, new spaper colum nist, citing a 
rise in public spending which is notfl- 
ing short of alarm ing. Let us take for 
exam ple these item s which Miss Porter 
gleaned from reports of the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank of New York: 


Payrolls of the S tate and local gov­ 
ernm ents now carry more than 5,000,­ 
000 people—more than tw ice the num­ 
ber of civilians who are Federally em­ 
ployed. 


State and local spending on goods, 
services, interest, unemployed compen­ 
sation and other item s in the same cate­ 
gory run close to $45 billion a year. 
T his am ounts to about a third more 
th an the Federal G overnm ent is spend­ 
ing on non-defense items. 


Since the turn of the century the 
gross national product (total of goods 
and services) is tw enty tim es greater, 
while the payroll and spending of State 
and local units is th irty tim es greater. 


Total em ploym ent in the nation has 
Increased no less than three times since 
jl900, while in the State and local gov­ 
ernm ents it has gained five-fold. 


Mora State Burdens 
A t the 49th annual Conference of 


Oliver B. Jaynes 


Governors—held near the Jam estow n 
site of the first representative assem ­ 
bly held in America—President Eisen­ 
hower suggested th at aome of the ré- 
spbnsibilities and burdens of Federally 
financed public services be taken over 
by the States. 


Obviously a 
redistribution 
of the 
functions and revenues between State 
and Federal system s of governm ent 
would not be easy. In fact, the plan is 
so complicated th at President Eisen­ 
hower him self suggested a Federal- 
State Commission to consider the pos­ 
sibilities of a practical program. Three 
Governors adopted a compromise reso­ 
lution furthering such a study. Right 
here it is appropriate to comment th a t 
the Governors believed the resolution 
was intended only to m aintain the ex­ 
isting line between W ashington and the 
States: and that W ashington would not 
undertake any new brand of bublic 
service such as the Federal program of 
aiding school construction now under 
consideration by Congress. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York has found th at the States are 
spending annually one-third more on 
non-defense services than the Federal 
Government, for a total of $43 billion a 
year. They are doing this in spite of • 
the Federal G overnm ent’s priority on 
most of the richest tax sources. Gover­ 
nor Hodges of N orth Carolina appeared 
to welcome Mr. Eisenhower's desire to 
stop the 
trend of centralization in 
W ashington. Ike quoted what he term ­ 
ed “distinguished scholars" as saying 
that centralization could finally make 
of the S tates m ere satellites of the Fed­ 
eral Government. M any of us have 
been wondering if th at has not already 
happened.
